OW THE C.C.F.\is one of the most inter-

R. GILLIS WENT much further and 

declared that free enterprise could not 
continue to. function except iri the way Hitler 
makes it function. Hitlerism is the logical 
and inevitable end of capitalism. But the 
most interesting exhibit comes from Mr. 
Douglas, Mr. Coldwell’s chief lieutenant: 
“We are convinced also that when the war 
is over there can be no return to the system 
of. tree. enterprise," and.if it is. maintained 
then there will never be anything better 
than “rationed poverty.” 

Quite clearly these men are real, whole- 
hog socialists, There is no reason why they 
should not be if they want to be. But Mr. 
Coldwell knows perfectly well that a social- 
ist party is not going to be elected in Can- 
ada and he must know that if his party 
pursues a sheer doctrinaire line it will de- 
teriorate presently into a small group of 
cranks with little effect on events, to be 
superseded by some party of practical re- 
form. = 

Mr.-King sees that also with his famous 
all-seeing eye, and is busy making himself 
into the reform leader. That, indeed, is the 
true inwardness of politics in Canada today. 
But the C.C.F.—in the national field, what- 
ever it may do provincially—may have too 
much’ sense to pursue the class war to its 
own downfall. It is more likely to modify 
the extreme views of some of its friends, to 
follow Mr. Coldwell and to make itself use- 
ful, This will be worth watching.
